was created in October 1987, Apple has introduced the Apple MIDI Interface; signed 
designated Apple IIcs® and Macintosh music dealers; advertised in music periodi- 
cals such as Electronic Musician, Keyboard, and Rolling Stone; filmed and 
distributed a video featuring major artists talking about the Macintosh and music; 
and sponsored or participated in major music events in New York, Nashville, and 
Los Angeles. When she’s not at Apple or in one of her favorite airports, Liz likes to 
spend time writing and playing music in her studio at home. 


his particular period in history is one of the most exciting and dynamic 
times for people involved or interested in music. Many people — and 
I’m included — believe that the use of computers in the creation, per- 
formance, and teaching of music will grow exponentially in the years to 
come. And I think that this is the result of what may be perceived as separate, but 
related events that have occurred over the last year or two. These events include 
the development of more powerful second generation music software, a drop in 
price and increase in performance of synthesizers, music industry awareness and 
acceptance of computers and MIDI (Musical Instrument Digital Interface) technol- 
ogy, and a revitalized interest in music as a result of high fidelity recording tech- 
nologies like compact discs. 

These events provide us with incredible opportunities, as well as important 
challenges. With computers, people can now explore music in ways never before 
available. A songwriter can demo and print a manuscript for an entire song at 
home. A composer can write a symphony or movie sound track in his/her 
bedroom. Kids and adults alike can venture uninhibited into the world of music. 














But the challenges are equally important. The first is not to let the technology 
overshadow what is happening musically. The computer is simply a tool in the 
musician’s arsenal, albeit a very powerful one. It should never be allowed to 
become a crutch or prosthetic. The second challenge is to provide people with 
concise, up-to-date information on how the technology works, and how they can 
get involved in it. 

At Apple we are trying to do this by developing 
a dealer base with music and MIDI expertise, sup- 
porting music special interest groups (SIGs) in User 
Groups, working with the press to publish articles 
in Macintosh and music magazines, producing and 
distributing the “Macintosh, MIDI, and Music” 
video (for more information call 800-538-9696, ext 
750), and establishing Music and Sound Forums on 
AppleLink—Personal Edition. 

I believe that the Music and Sound Forums on 
AppleLink-Personal Edition will provide a real 
service for people to exchange ideas and product 
information, and I look forward to participating in 
that exchange.

50-minute production—and the entire 
thing was produced with the Macintosh 
as the orchestra. Performing live in 
conjunction with the Macintosh was a 
keyboard player and a saxophonist. It 
was marvelous.”

The software, de- 
veloped by the Seattle Fire Department 
and the National Oceanic and Atmos- 
pheric Administration (NOAA), uses a 
database program to classify hazardous 
materials. With a Macintosh on-board 
the fire engine or back at the station, 
firefighters discover the properties of 
materials by inputting portions of 
names, trade names, or generic labels. 
In seconds, firefighters are told the 
toxicity and how the chemical reacts in 
heat, wind, and water. 























Members of the Anchor- 
age, Alaska Fire Depart- 
ment use Macintosh com- 
puters and software co- 
developed by Apple to run 
the fire department like a 
business. 

To streamline adminis- 
trative tasks, Apple Com- 
puter worked with the International As- 
sociation of Fire Chiefs to develop 
FireLink, a multipurpose software pro- 
gram. 

“We need the same types of tools 
that make any business run better,” said 
Jack Harmon, of 
the Anchorage 
department. The 
city’s fire depart- 
ment networks 
more than 50 
Macintosh com- 
puters, one in 
every fire 
station.
